2. Applicant agrees that the issue of scrolling lineal images as a navigable 
image within an internet site was discussed. 

3. Applicant disagrees with the statement by the Examiner: 

"The examiner explained how the provisional application meets this limitation. 
Specifically, the issue of navigating an image and moving it sideways or up and down." 

4. Applicant disagrees that the Ferreira provisional application meets the 
limitation. Further, the difference in the manner in which the Ferreira provisional 
application and the present invention provide for navigation was discussed. 
Specifically, the linear perspective navigation of the present invention, as compared to 
the fixed point rotational perspective navigation of the Ferreira reference, was 
discussed. 
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
